DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-13, 16-18, 34-44, and 46-48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 

teach or fairly suggest the subject matter of Claim 1 or Claim 34. The closes prior art references 
are Sasahara (US 2002/0012825), Chou (US 5772905), and Zhang (Ph.D. dissertation, Princeton 
University, November 2001). 

3. Sasahara provides a fuel cell with a patterned electrolyte/electrode interface. Sasahara 
provides surfaces embossed with a prescribed pattern and an additional superimposed pattern on 
the prescribed pattern ([0049]). The pattern of Sasahara may be provided by embossing 
([0053]). Applicants argued that one skilled in the art would know that embossing is not the 
same thing as imprinting, and that one would NOT be led to replace an embossing technique 
with an imprinting technique. See page 8 of the 23 April 2007 response. Applicants also 
provided a dictionary definition as support. Even if it were obvious to substitute an imprinting 
process for the embossing process of Sasahara, there is no teaching, fair suggestion, or rationale 
to incorporate the additional limitations recited in Claims 1 and 34 that the layer of catalytic 
material is deposited on the top surface of the membrane and the bottom of the recess such that 
the sidewalls remain substantially free of catalytic material and chemically bonding the layer of 
catalytic material to the top surface of the membrane and the bottom of the recess by laser heat 
application, oxidation, or reduction. Sasahara teaches merely that a catalyst may be deposited 
(Fig. 12, item 164, [0061]), but does not teach, fairly suggest, or provide rationale to incorporate 
the particular configuration and chemical bonding steps recited by instant Claims 1 and 34. 
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4. Chou and Zhang teach other aspects of imprinting and coating, but do not teach, fairly 
suggest, or provide any rationale for incorporation of a layer of catalytic material is deposited on 
the top surface of a membrane and the bottom of the recess such that the sidewalls remain 
substantially free of catalytic material and chemically bonding the layer of catalytic material to 
the top surface of the membrane and the bottom of the recess by laser heat application, oxidation, 
or reduction.
